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A  few  days  ago,  I,  together 
with  presidents  of  other  non-tax 
supported  colleges  of  this  state, 
attended  a  hearing  of  the  S.  C. 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  and 
pointed  out  the  danger  in  taxing 
cne  type  of  educational  agency 
to    support   another. 

Each  of  us  is  willing,  as  an 
individual,  to  pay  any  equitable 
taxes  to  maintain  the  efficiency 
of  our  great  public  school  system. 
We  believe,  however,  that  South 
Carolina,  like  many  other  states, 
should  exempt  non-tax  support- 
ed colleges  from  sales  taxes  be- 
cause such  institutions  contribute 
essentially  to  the  educational 
program  of  the  state.  The  nine 
colleges  of  the  S.  C.  Foundation 
of  Independent  Colleges  have  a 
combined  enrollment  of  4500 
students.  At  the  present  rate  of 
state  appropriation,  the  addition 
of  these  students  to  the  rolls  of 
state  colleges  would  necessitate 
an  added  annual  appropriation 
of  $3,435,000,  in  addition  to 
millions  of  dollars  in  capital 
outlay. 

Although  the  total  sales  tax  of 
approximately  $40,000  paid  by 
the  nine  colleges  is  less  than 
.0009'r  of  the  state's  income 
from  sales  taxes,  it  constitutes  a 
burden  on  our  non-tax  support- 
ed colleges.  It  would  be  a  con- 
tribution to  PC  and  to  the 
higher  education  of  our  state  if 
each  alumus  would  ask  his  legis- 
lative representatives  to  vote  to 
follow  the  examples  of  North 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  Maryland, 
Florida,  and  many  other  states 
in  refusing  to  levy  this  "tax  on 
education    for    education."

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Work  Begins  on  New  Dormitory 


Presbyterian  College  started 
work  on  its  new  $223,660  dor- 
mitory on-  March   15. 

And  Contractor  W.  E.  Baker 
&  Son  of  Whitmire  thus  began 
a  race  with  time  to  have  the 
building  completed  for  the  start 
of  PC's  75th  session  next 
September. 

Informal  ground-breaking 
ceremonies  saw  Presbyterian 
President  Marshall  W.  Brown  and 
the  building  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustee  officially 
launch  the  project.  P.  S.  Bailey 
of  Clinton,  chairman  of  the 
building  committee,  shoveled  the 
first  earth  in  the  company  of 
trustees  J.  Ferdinand  Jacobs,  Sr., 
and  Robert  M.  Vance,  both  of 
Clinton,  and  J.  C.  Todd,  Sr..  of 
Laurens. 

The     building     is     being     con- 


structed next  to  the  Student 
Christian  Association  building 
and  across  the  Plaza  from  the 
Jacobs   Science  Hall. 

President  Brown  expressed 
great  satisfaction  over  the  begin- 
ning of  work  on  the  new  dormi- 
tory building,  which  is  the  most 
pressing  need  at  Presbyterian 
College.  He  said  he  is  especially 
pleased  at  the  prospect  of  having 
it  ready  for  occupancy  at  the 
start  of  PC's  diamond  jubilee 
anniversary  next  fall. 

The  dormitory,  designed  by 
Six  Associates,  Inc.,  architects  of 
Asheville,  N.  C.,  will  be  a  three- 
story  building  providing  accom- 
modations for  96  students.  Its 
Georgian  design,  in  keeping  with 
the  architectural  theme  of  the 
campus,  will  feature  a  main 
front    portico    supported    by    six 


limestone  columns  and  two  smal- 
ler porticos  at  each  end. 

The  second  and  third  floors 
each  will  have  17  rooms,  with 
comfortable  living  and  studying 
space  for  two  students  in  each 
room.  The  first  floor,  which  has 
12  student  rooms,  offers  two 
special  features  in  a  two-room 
apartment  and  a  student  lounge. 

Heating  plans  call  for  using 
steam  heat  powered  by  a  gas 
furnace. 

The  start  on  the  new  dormitory 
marks  the  largest  phase  of  a 
special  program  of  the  past  se- 
veral months  aimed  at  improving 
and  expanding  living  facilities  at 
Presbyterian  College.  Last  sum- 
mer, Laurens  Dormitory  was 
completely  renovated  on  the  in- 
side to  provide  modern  and  at- 
tractive accomodations.

Fraternity  House  Program 
Begins,  Sigma  Nu  Builds 


A  program  to  provide  frater- 
nity houses  for  the  Presbyterian 
College  campus  gets  underway 
this  spring  with  the  construction 
of  a  building  for   Sigma  Nu. 

Work  was  scheduled  to  begin 
in  late  March  on  a  $12,000  house 
for  this  organization,  and  other 
fraternities  have  building  funds 
started  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing their  houses  as  soon  as 
possible. 

It's  a  cooperative  effort,  with 
the  college  putting  up  one-half 
of  the  cost  under  provisions  that 
will  assure  PC  regular  annual 
returns  on  its  investment  and 
sole  ownership  of  the  houses 
after  ten  years. 

College  land  has  been  provided 


on  Holland  Street,  across  from 
Young  Field,  which  offers  suffi- 
cient space  to  have  all  six  fra- 
ternities build  houses  there  in  a 
fraternity    court   plan. 

All  buildings,  when  completed, 
will  have  designs  with  front 
columns  in  keeping  with  the 
Georgian  architectural  theme  of 
the  campus  and  will  be  of  brick 
construction. 

Sigma  Nu  fraternity — which 
was  formerly  Alpha  Lamba  Tau 
at  PC  until  its  merger  in  1950 — 
plans  to  have  a  house  50  feet 
long  and  32  feet  wide,  with  the 
gas-heated  interior  composed  of 
two  bedrooms  (petitioned  off 
from  the  remainder  of  the 
house),    a    chapter    room,    televi- 


sion room,  kitchen  and  lounge. 
It  hopes  to  complete  the  job  by 
commencement  exercises  this 
June. 

Other  houses  are  expected  to 
follow  this  general  plan.  The 
fraternity  house  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  ap- 
proved the  program  after  con- 
siderable study,  recommended 
that  two  bedrooms  be  included 
to  accommodate  four  students 
in  each  house.  These  students 
would  serve  as  caretakers  and 
their  regular  room  fee  of  $100 
each  would  go  to  the  college  as 
annual  income  on  its  investment. 
Bedrooms  are  to  be  separated 
by  a  wall  without  entrance  di- 
rectly into  the   chapter  rooms. 

The  trustee  committee — com- 
posed of  Robert  M.  Vance  and 
P.  S.  Bailey,  bpth  of  Clinton, 
and  J.  C.  Todd,  Sr.,  of  Laurens 
— also  recommended  that  the 
houses  be  built  as  each  frater- 
nity provides  its  necessary  por- 
tion of  construction  costs.

Alumnus  Reports  on  Ministry  in 
Savannah  River  Atomic  Area

I  have  just  completed  an 
interesting  work  in  the  Savan- 
nah River  Atomic  area  for  the 
Division  of  Home  Missions  of 
the  National  Council  of  the 
Churches   of   Christ   in    America. 

It  was  serving  as  a  minister- 
director  for  the  Committee  on 
Ministry  to  Defense  Communi- 
ties for  over  three  years — Nov. 
1,  1951,  to  Jan.  1,  1955.  The 
committee  was  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  providing  a  re- 
ligious ministry  for  approximate- 
ly 35,000  construction  personnel 
working  in  this  area  and  their 
families. 

When  it  was  decided  to  open 
the  Savannah  River  project,  the 
Division  of  Home  missions 
reached  the  conclusion  that  a 
united  denominational  approach 
should  be  made  to  the  problem 
of  ministering  to  the  construction 
families  who  would  be  resident 
in  the  area  for  some  three  or 
four  years. 

Considerable  preliminary  work 
had  to  be  done  before  workers 
could  be  enlisted.  First  of  all, 
a  survey  of  the  area  was  con- 
ducted and  estimates  made  of 
the  needs  in  men  and  equipment. 
To  correlate  work  of  the  various 
churches,   an   advisory   committee 


was  formed  of  denominational 
representatives  which  included 
these  ministers: 

E.  D.  Rudisill  of  Augusta;  E. 
M.  Wharton,  Michael  J.  Kippen- 
brock,  L.  E.  Crouch,  A.  MacKay 
Brabham,  all  of  Aiken;  Leslie  J. 
Patterson,  H.  F.  Peterson,  A.  M. 
Martin  and  Karl  Kinard,  all  of 
Columbia;  Archie  Bedford  of 
Charleston;  Banks  J.  Peeler  of 
Lexington,  N.  C;  Talley  of 
Cheraw;  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Dabbs 
of  Mayesville,  president  of  the 
South  Carolina  Council  of 
Church   Women. 

It  was  decided  early  that  the 
work  should  be  two-fold:  the 
first  part  to  direct  the  people  to 
the  churches  and  endeavor  to 
associate  them  with  the  church 
of  their  choice;  the  second  part 
to  provide  some  kind  of  spiritual 
ministry  for  those  who  were  too 
far  removed  from  their  own 
church  to  get  to  worship  services 
or  who  would  not  attend  the 
church   services   elsewhere. 

Posters  and  pamphlets  were 
distributed  throughout  the  trail- 
er camps  providing  a  full  list  of 
all  churches,  their  locations  and 
the   hours   of  worship   services. 

Much  of  the  work  done  was 
pioneer  in  nature.  No  similar  in-

Estes  spent  20  years  as  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Orangeburg,  S.  C.  He  now  serves 
the  Estill,  S.  C,  church.  Estes 
was  second  honor  graduate  at 
PC  in   1918. 

stallations  had  been  established, 
since  prior  government  instal- 
lations had  been  more  or  less 
permanent  and  the  necessary 
equipment  for  religious  work 
provided. 

Here  no  provision  had  been 
made  to  reach  a  temporary  citi- 
zenship widely  scattered  and 
largely  located  in  many  small 
and  some  very  large  trailer 
camps. 

In  studying  the  needs  of  the 
challenge,  it  was  decided  that 
several  workers  would  be  need- 
ed and  equipment  for  doing  the 
job  would  have  to  be  mobile.  As 
a  result,  the  denominations  were 
asked  to  provide  ministers  and 
parish  workers  and  to  supply 
them  with  Trailer  Chapels  equip- 
ped to  minister  to  children  and 
adults  in  the  trailer  camps. 

Workers  were  slow  to  arrive, 
the  first  finally  coming  in  July, 
1952,  in  the  persons  of  three  re- 
presentatives of  the  American 
Board  of  Lutheran  Missions. 
They  brought  with  them  the 
area's   first   Trailer   Chapel. 

Shortly  thereafter,  a  part-time 
Methodist  worker  was  sent,  then 
a  Congregational  Christian 
minister,  an  additional  Lutheran 
worker  and  finally,  in  July,  1953, 
the  Presbyterian  Church  US  sent 
Miss  Mary  Vance  and  a  Trailer 
Chapel. 

The  last  worker  to  arrive  was 
the  Rev.  Jack  Kennedy  (PC 
alumnus,  class  of  1947,  sent  by 
Cont'd,   on  Page  7)

In    his    542-page    volume,    Dr. 


McKnight  has  made  an  import- 
ant contribution  to  the  historical 
records  of  Presbyterianism  in 
America  and  especially  in  Vir- 
ginia. It  is  the  history  of  the  old 
Tinkling  Spring  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Fishersville,  Va.,  in 
which  pulpit  he  has  served 
since  1946.  The  book  transcends 
local  interest,  however,  because 
the  story  of  this  old  church 
dating  back  to  1740  has  been  re- 
lated at  every  point  to  the  his- 
tory of  the  neighborhood  and  to 
the  larger  history  of  its  times. 

One  historian  has  acclaimed 
Dr.  Wilson's  book  the  first  ade- 
quately documented  story  of 
Augusta  County,  Virginia,  prior 
to  the  French  and  Indian  war 
— when  old  Augusta  extended 
from  the   Blue   Ridge   mountains

Workers  used  many  different 
kinds  of  approach  to  their  re- 
spective tasks.  Services  were 
conducted  in  trailers,  school 
buildings,  outdoor  theatres  and 
wherever  suitable  accommoda- 
tions could   be   found. 

The  most  universally  success- 
ful approach,  however,  was 
through  the  use  of  Trailer 
Chapels.  These  could  move  from 
trailer  camp  to  trailer  camp. 
They  usually  remained  in  a  lo- 
cation one  or  two  weeks,  con- 
ducting week  day  Bible  Schools 
for  children  from  nursery  age 
through  junior  age.  Along  with 
this  work  were  youth  groups  and 
mothers  groups  organized  by  the 
minister.  Their  activities  ran  all 
the  way  from  organized  play  to 
Bible    study    classes. 

The  Presbyterian  T  r  a  i  1  e  r 
Chapel  was  a  40-foot  house 
trailer  that  would  seat  35  to  40 
persons  for  church  services.  It 
was  completely  equipped  to 
serve  as  a  day  school,  head- 
quarters for  a  mothers'  club,  a 
Sunday  school  or  sanctuary  for 
church  or  prayer  services.  Its 
equipment  included  a  movie  and 
slide  projector,  sound  system, 
child-size  and  adult  size  folding 
chairs,    a    portable    organ,     toys, 


hymn  books,  altar  equipment 
and  a  pulpit.  For  day  or 
Sunday  school  purposes,  the 
chapel  could  be  divided  into  two 
rooms    by   accordian    doors. 

Much  of  the  work  is  completed 
now  that  the  great  mass  of  con- 
struction workers  have  moved 
on.  The  Rev.  Jack  Kennedy  re- 
mains in  the  area  as  pastor  of 
the  newly  formed  South  Aiken 
Presbyterian  Church.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  three  workers  can 
handle  committee  work  and  will 
be  needed  until  May  or  June  of 
his  year. 

To  estimate  the  effectiveness 
of  this  ministry  in  the  Savannah 
River  Atomic  area  is  an  impos- 
sible taks.  Much  of  the  work 
done  will  bear  fruit  which  will 
not  be  known  until  the  final 
Day  of  Reckoning.  However,  the 
following  will  give  some  idea  of 
the  good  work  done  by  the  faith- 
ful  workers. 

It  is  reported  that  during 
these  months  59,443  contacts 
were  made  with  the  people  of 
the  area,  and  many  of  these  con- 
tacts were  in  religious  gather- 
ings. This  does  not  include  the 
contacts  made  or  the  preaching 
done  by  the  minister-director. 
Meanwhile,  the  good  work  con- 
tinues and  in  spite  of  many  dis- 
couragements, these  faithful 
workers  continue  their  labor  of 
love.

This  volume  seeks  to  fill  part 
of  the  need  of  the  contemporary 
student  of  American  criticism 
for  more  information  in  this 
field.  Neither  of  the  two  general 
histories  of  American  literary 
criticism  published  to  date  is 
considered  adequate.  And  al- 
though this  book  is  not  offered 
as  a  complete  history  of  the 
subject,  it  should  serve  usefully 
the  needs  of  advanced  students 
in  American  literature  until  a 
more  complete  history  is 
available. 

Dr.  Holman,  who  serves  as  as- 
sociate professor  of  English  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina 
and  assistant  dean  of  the  depart- 
ment of  arts  and  sciences,  covers 
the  various  contemporary  schools 
of  criticism  from  1930  to  the 
present. 

A  former  professor  and  dean 
at  Presbyterian  College,  he  is 
the  author  of  a  series  of  popular 
detective  stories. 

South  Santee  Stories  for 
Children  is  a  collection  of 
stories  and  photographs  about 
plantation  life  in  South  Carolina 
during  the  horse-and-buggy  days. 
There  are  seven  complete  stories 
included  in  this  book,  each  tale 
a  small  drama  of  plantation, 
woods  or  nearby  marshland. 
They  have  particular  appeal  to 
children,  because  Beckman  wrote 
them  for  his  own  children's  en- 
joyment before  considering 
publication. 

He  writes  with  insight  of  the 
Santee  delta,  for  he  grew  up 
there  as  a  boy  in  McClellanville 
on  the  South  Carolina  coast.  His 
plantation  experiences  form  the 
foundation  of  his  stories.  Beck- 
man, an  ordained  Presbyterian 
minister,  now  lives  in  Ellisville, 
Miss.,  where  he  serves  as  stated 
clerk  and  superintendent  for  the 
Presbytery  of  Meridian,  Synod 
of   Mississippi.

PC  Cagers  Sweep  To  New  Records 
•       •••  •••• 

Tennis  Team  Faces  Big  Challenge 


A  sharpshooting  quintet  rack- 
ed up  Presbyterian  College's 
best  basketball  record  in  history 
during  the  season  recently 
closed.  The  final  tally:  20  vic- 
tories and  only  6  defeats. 

It  also  provided  a  tie  for  the 
South  Carolina  championship, 
the  Little  Four  crown,  PC's 
highest  scoring  outfit  and  the 
most  successful  point-maker  ever 
to  wear  the  garnet  and  blue 
uniform. 

Presbyterian,  coached  by 
Norman  L.  Sloan,  ran  up  a  total 
of  2,426  points  during  the  1954- 
55  season  for  an  average  of  93.3 
points-per-game.  This  average 
placed  the  Hosemen  among  the 
top  three  offensive  teams  of  the 
nation's  small  college  basketball 
powers.  Included  in  this  great 
splurge  of  points  were  six  games 
in  which  PC  scored  100  or  more 
points  and  a  new  team  scoring 
record  of  150  points  registered 
against    Newberry. 

Individually,  the  big  news  was 
sophomore  Forward  Ron  Ragan, 
a  6  foot-4  inch  redhead  from 
Indianapolis,  Ind.  He  completed 
the  26-game  schedule  with  778 
points  for  an  average  of  30 
points-per-game.  These  points, 
added  to  the  404  he  shot  as  a 
freshman,  bring  his  two-year 
total  to  1,182  and  thus  make  him 
a  strong  contender  to  become 
one  of  the  nation's  all-time 
scoring  aces  in  the  remaining 
two  years  of  his  career. 

Captain  Bill  Toole,  PC's  dy- 
namic little  guard  from  Indiana- 
polis, shared  the  spotlight  with 
Ragan  because  of  his  play- 
making  ability  and  defensive 
work.  Freshman  Guard  Eddie 
Weil,  also  of  Indianapolis,  ran 
second  in  scoring  as  he  wound 
up  his  first  year  of  varsity  play 
with  461  points  or  a  17.7  average. 
Sophomore  Center  Bruce 
Thompson  of  Plymouth,  Ind., 
scored  396  for  15.2  average,  and 
senior  Forward  Bob  Burgess  of 
Burlington,  N.  C,  finished  with 
229   and   a   9.2   average.

"The  toughest  schedule  of 
any  college  tennis  team  in  the 
country"  is  the  tag  Coach  Jim 
Leighton  has  placed  on  PC's 
1955  slate. 

He  backs  up  the  statement  by 
pointing  to  a  lineup  of  opponents 
which  includes:  the  University 
of  Miami  and  Harvard  (three 
matches  each),  Yale,  Cornell, 
Swarthmore,  Duke,  University 
of  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  Ka- 
lamazoo and  Rollins. 

The  talented  Blue  Hose  are 
paced  by  Captain  Allen  Morris 
of  Atlanta,  the  South's  second- 
ranked  player  and  Number  18 
nationally.  Named  to  the  full- 
ten-man  U.S.  Davis  Cup  squad 
last  year  and  considered  a  strong 
prospect  to  make  the  Cup  travel- 
ing team  in  the  future,  Morris  is 
outranked  on  the  Southern 
tennis  scene  only  by  Ham 
Richardson. 

Naturally,  Coach  Leighton  ex- 
pects his  big  redheaded  star  to 
go  undefeated  throughout  the 
intercollegiate  season  this  spring 
and  win  his  third  straight  South 
Carolina  singles  and  doubles 
championships.  He  also  expects 
the  1955  Presbyterian  team  to  be 
stronger  this  year  because  of 
better  balance  and  a  more  ag- 
gressive nature.  But  the  tough 
schedule  presents  a  rugged  hurd- 
le against  equalling  the  brilliant 
1954  record  of  11  wins  and  only 
4  losses. 

Dick  Macatee  of  Front  Royal, 
Va.,  plays  Number  Two  behind 
Morris  and  together  they  form 
what  Coach  Leighton  terms  "one 
of  the  best  one-two  singles 
punches  in  college  tennis  today". 
Jerry  Hunt  of  College  Park,  Ga., 
ranked  17th  in  the  South,  plays 
at  Number  Three;  and  freshman 
Guice  Potter  of  Anniston,  Ala., 
at  Number  Four,  a  bright  pros- 
pect developing  fast.  This  rounds 
out  the  top  four  singles  berths 
which  hold  most  of  the  team 
strength. 

Double  play  will  feature: 
Morris-Macatee  at  Number  One, 
Hunt-Potter  at  Two  and  the 
darkhorse  combination  of  Warren 
Berry  of  College  Park,  Ga.,  and 
Gene  Gee  of  Richmond,  Va.,  at 
Number  Three. 
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McMillian's  Fleet  Squad 
In  Quest  of  Cinder  Honors 


The  dashes  and  hurdles  once 
more  present  the  strongest  con- 
tending factors  for  a  successful 
track  season  this  spring. 

Presbyterian  cindermen  last 
year  posted  a  record  of  five  wins 
and  one  loss,  and  finished  second 
in  the  state  track  meet.  All  of 
the  main  performers  are  back, 
but  Coach  Lonnie  S.  McMillian 
believes  his  squad  will  be  push- 
ed  to   equal   the    1954    record. 

Bobby  Vass  of  Atlanta,  Delane 
Johnson  of  Spartanburg  and 
Jimmy  Hancock  of  Rock  Hill,  all 
have  returned  to  continue  their 
winning  ways  of  last  season. 

Vass,  the  state  broad  jump 
champion  for  the  past  two  years, 
appears  a  sure  bet  to  repeat,  and 
he  also  turns  in  fast  times  in 
the  100  and  220-yard  dashes. 
Johnson,  the  leading  speedster, 
won  every  100  and  220  race  he 
ran  as  a  freshman  last  year 
except  in  the  state  meet,  and  he 
turned  in  one  century  time  of 
9.8  seconds.  Sophomore  Hancock 
is  the  defending  high  hurdles 
champion  as  well  as  a  threat  on 
the   low   hurdles. 

Giving  unusual  depth  to  the 
hurdles  are  veteran  performers 
Bobby  Falls  of  Rock  Hill— low 
hurdle  champion  in  1953 — and 
Jimmy  Wood  of  Charlotte,  and 
bright  freshman  prospect  Wyatt 
Aiken  of  Greenville  who  also 
high   jumps.

Baseball 

Presbyterian  College  will  field 
a  fairly  experienced  baseball 
team  to  face  its  20-game  sche- 
dule this  season. 

The  Blue  Hose,  led  by  student 
coach  Guy  Misenheimer  of  Max- 
ton,  N.  C.,  are  determined  to 
i  mprove  on  the  diamond  records 
of  the  past  two  years  when  PC 
won  eight  of  20  in  1954  and  only 
five   of  20   in  1953. 

The  battery  stacks  up  as  the 
strongest  department,  with  two 
good  catchers  available  and  a 
capable  crew  of  moundsmen. 
Veteran  lefthander  Harry  Hamil- 
ton of  Seneca,  S.  C,  heads  the 
pitchers. 

Leading  the  PC  infield  will  be 
third  baseman  George  Blue  of 
Union,  S.  C,  a  fiery  little  ball- 
player with  three  years  of  ex- 
perience behind  him.  He  andi 
first  baseman  Luther  Shealy  of 
Pacolet,  S.  C,  are  counted  on  for 
hitting  punch. 

Top  man  in  the  outfield  is 
Luther  Shealy  of  Bishopville, 
S.  C,  who  patrols  the  center 
garden  with  a  sure  defensive 
touch  and  also  packs  power  at 
the   plate.

Guard  Luther  Shealy  made 
Little  All-America  and  the  Blue 
Hose  posted  their  best  football 
record  in  eight  years  to  highlight 
the    1954    gridiron    campaign. 

Bill  Crutchfield  thus  moved 
off  to  a  good  football  start  as 
head  coach  at  PC.  His  record  of 
six  wins  and  three  losses  gained 
an  invitation  to  the  post-season 
Elks  Bowl,  but  the  offer  was 
declined. 

The  record  was  achieved  the 
hard  way  against  a  rugged  sche- 
dule. The  five  toughest  oppon- 
ents were  lined  up  in  a  row  at 
the  start,  and  after  dropping  the 
first  two  games  to  Clemson  and 
Furman,  Presbyterian  rallied  to 
win  six  out  of  seven — the  last 
five  victories  in  a  row. 

In  this  five-game  streak,  the 
PC  offensive  power  average  365 
yards-per-game,  with  an  aver- 
age 283  yards  coming  from  the 
strong    running    attack. 

Quarterback  Harry  Hamilton 
of  Seneca,  S.  C,  closed  out  his 
career      impressively      with     the 


Blue  Hose  by  amassing  878  yards 
in  nine  games — 608  of  this  in 
completing  58  of  135  passes  and 
270  yards   on   the   ground. 

Sophomore  Fullback  Eddie 
Brockenbrough  of  Charlotte  led 
the  rushing  attack  with  627 
yards  in  109  rushes  for  a  5.8 
average.  Freshman  Halfback  Ken 
Webb  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  racked  up 
441  yards  in  74  tries  for  a  6.3 
average,  and  Senior  Halfback 
George  Blue  of  Union  added  254 
in  58  tries  for  a  4.2  average.
